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RECENT RIOT IN CHINA 



A Full Account of the Outrages 
In Sze-Chuan. 
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A LETTER FROM A MISSIONARY. 



Cmn of tbe Trouble That Resulted In the 
Entire Suspension of the Work or the 
Went China Mission How the Mission- 
Aries Escaped Down the River— Many 
Hardships Endured. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 4.— A letter has 
been received by Rev. F. 8. Dobbins, in 
charge of the Baptist missionary board 
in this city, from the Rev. W. M. Up- 
craft, at Hankow, China. He also sent 
a newspaper called The Celestial Em- 
pire, published at Shanghai, which con- 
tains a fall account of the recent riots 
in the Sze-Chuan province, which 
caused the entire suspension of work of 
the West China mission. 

Mr. Upcraft is in charge of the mis- 
sion there, a number of whose workers 
are from this city. In his letter, Mr. 
Upcraft states that the trouble began 
in Cheutu. the capital of the province, 
on May 28. Three Protestant mission- 
ary societies are located there. The 
first waruiug of the trouble was the 
posting of » placard in several places of 
the city, reauing as follows: 

"Notice is hereby given that at pres- 
ent foreign barbarians are hiring evil 
character* to steal small children that 
they may extract oil from them for 
their use. I have a female servaut 
uamed Li, wlio has personally seen this 
done. I therefore exhort you good peo- 
ple not to ai.o.v your children to go out. 
I hope you will act iu accordance with 
this." 

Tnis was soon followed by an attack 
by a mob on the Canadian Methodist 
mission, which was destroyed. 

The stations of the Baptist missionary 
umoa iu Sze-Chuan were at Sulchaufn, 
Elating and Yachau. The tim trouble 
was at Kiutiug, winch was miarest to 
Cheutu, where the riots began. Oo 
that uay the streets were full of people 
who at first seemed peaceable, but be- 
came more aggressive auu began to loot 
the mission's nouses. A magistrate of 
Yachau aided the missionaries to escape 
down the river on a raft. A guard of 
soldiers was sent with them. They 
had trouble at several places on the 
river, but went safely past, and the 
missionaries all safely reached Suiohau- 
fu on Sunday, June 9. 

Ai. Bcamau of tli i Slating mission, 
wlio h;wi remained behind in a small 
boat, imping to be of service to Yachau 
friemis who might come down in boats, 
bad a thrilling experience. During the 
night be was attacked by a baud of rob- 
bers, wlio stripped him of everything 
he had. clothes and all. When the 
ruobers came on his boat below Sui- 
chaufu, he jumped overboard and dived 
under the '-oat, remaining hid for some 
time. Tht rubbers prodded the water 
with speain i*j find him and he was at 
last drawn back on the boat. His life 
appeared iu imminent duiker, and sev- 
eral wished to kill him, but the leader 
of the gainr was satisfied wheu he found 
the UlOUey, and finally by the kindness 
ot (ins boa, man, Mr. Beamnii got away.

REVOLUTION IN S ALVADOR. 

The sum. .11. in There More Serious Than 
Uenerally Supposed. 

San Francisco, Sept. 4.— Advices 
from Salvador by the steumer Acapulco, 
from Acapulco, indicate that the situa- 
tion there is more serious than is gen- 
eraily supposed. The agents of the Pa- 
cific Matt writs that the couutry is 
principally under martial law, and that 
General Hives is threatening to descend 
upon San Salvador city aud capture the 
ruling power. 

On tne 14th of July a startling dis- 
covery was made at the palace at Situ 
Salvador city. Gutierrez- had a num- 
ber of special officers on guard, four of 
whom were trusted servants. The four 
men were found stabbed to death on the 
moruiug of the 14th and the city was 
thrown into a great state of excitement. 
The police ure constantly under arms 
and the strictest •cratiuy of the press 
has begun. The president has issued 
au order that no person sluul be allowed 
on the street alter 8 o'clock at uight. 
Officers of the army suspected of disloy- 
alty are arrested as fast as discovered.

New York, Sept. 4.— The funeral of 
Mrs. Evanua Bliss, a wealthy lady 
who died last Friday, was hold yester- 
day, and immediately afterward the 
daughter of the dead woman, Mrs. 
Alice Fleming, was arrested at the 
Colonial . fl on a charge that she 
murdered uer mother by poison. 

The cuse is a mysterious aud iu some 
respects a sensational oue, as the dentb 
of Mrs. Bliss gives to her daughter the 
income from an estate of $300,000, left 
by Robert tiwift Livingstone, who was 
tne first husband of Mrs. Bliss. To 
Dr. Bullmau, who was summoned to 
her bedside Friday night, Mrs. Bliss 
s.e. I that she hud been poisoned by rela- 
tives who would be financially bene- 
fited by her death. She said that she 
had eaten clam chowder and a piece of 
apple pie. 

The aoctor says that Mrs. Bliss' at- 
tendants failed to give her the medi- 
cines he left for her. He secured the 
dish in which the chowder had been, 
and a piece of the pie and gave them to 
the corouer. The coroner had au ex- 
amination made of the dead woman's 
stomach by Chemist W. T. Scheele, 
who says that he found traces of me- 
tallic poison iu the stomach aud also iu 
the dish which had contained chowder, 
and that it had evidently been very 
skilfully prepared by some oue with a 
knowledge of poison. 

Suspicion pointed to Mrs. Fleming, 
Detectives called for her yesterday and 
escorted her to the funeral, and al- 
though she was the chief mourner, 
three of them rode with her to Green- 
wood cemetery. They rcturued with 
her, and theu formally placed her un- 
der arrest at uer home. She was taken 
before Magistrate Simms. where siie 
smiled and seemed entirely unworried, 
aud the magistrate remanded her to the 
custody of me coroner to await the re- 
sult of au inquest. 

MEXICAN KAILROADS PARALYZED. 

Washouts Have Entirely CHI Oft All Traf- 
tie and Uouiiuiinlcttion. 

City of Mexico, Sept. 4.— There is 
no prospect under three days of a 
through tram from the Uuited States 
over the Mexican Central. The wash- 
outs are all north of Saltillo and no one 
here knows the exact state of affairs ou 
the line. The storm iu northwestern 
Mexico was tremendous, the most 
severe for many years. 

The Mouterey und Mexican Gulf 
railroads are also badly hit as several 
bridges were swept away. General 
Manager Robertson wirse that the line 
will soon he in good shape. The great- 
est inconvenience is that no European 
or American mails from Kansas City 
eastward, are aniviug. Busiuess man 
are put to great inconvenience aud posi- 
tive lo.-s.

Pkovidem h, Sept. 4.— William Jones 
Hoppin, ex-secretary of the American 
legation at 1/oiidon, died here yester- 
day, aged Bfl years. Hi was a graduate 
of liar,v.ird university aud of Harvard 
law scuuol, and for 40 years practiced 
law iu New York city, lie was the 
first president of the Union League 
club of New fork. He was appointed 
to Ins diplomatic position by Hamilton 
Fish, secretary of statu under President 
Graut, aud served until the close of 
Minister Phelps' term. He was a noted 
urt critic and served as one of three 
Americans on the art award commis- 
sion of the Pans exposition of 1807.

New Men 1'ersaaJed to Turn llack anil 
Further Trouble Is Feared— Oreat Ac- 
tivity In the Iron Market — Uirl Injured 
Id a Swing— Other Happenings iu the 
Buckeye state. 

Cleveland, Sept. 4. — Wheu the 
Baackes wire nail works passed into tht 
possession of the Consolidated Wire and 
Steel company, and it was shut down 
for repairs, the 400 employes declared 
that they would not return to work uu- 
less they were paid the pricas won by 
the other wire mill of Cleveland iu ...a 
strike. The company has a wage card 
which applies to all of its uine mills, 
and the rates are lower than those de- 
manded by the meu. 

Yesterday the compauy tried to get 
40 men imported from Pennsylvania 
iuto the mill, but the strikers were alert 
and turned >ut to the number of over 
200. Thre. .lines the foremau piloted 
the Pennsylvania men to the gates of 
the mill aud three times the strikers by 
gathering around them aud talking to 
them, induced them to turn back. A 
large squad of police was sent to the 
mill, uud the company placed a score ol 
private detectives on guard. The im- 
ported workmen finally scattered, many 
of them declaring they would return 
home. Serious trouble is apprehencied, 
us the company is determiued to start 
the mill at its own wages. 

BOOM IN IRON. 

No Such Activity and Demand In the Mar- 
ket For Mauy Years. 

Cleveland, Sept. 4.— The Western 
Bar Iron aosociatiou held a largely at- 
tended conference here yesterday. 
Nearly all of the larger manufacturers 
of the middle and western states were 
either present or represented, i be 
meeting wa-s held behind closed doors 
and the members refused to make pub- 
lic the object of the meeting. It was 
learned from another source, however, 
that the chief subject under discussion 
was a proposition to again advauce the 
price of the product of the bar mills ai 
a result of the boom in the iron market 
all aloug the hue. 

A canvass of the more prominent iron 
dealers in this city shows that the phe- 
nomenal boom in the iron market con- 
tinues iu all departments of the trade. 
The dealers state that there has been no 
such activity and douiaud iu thematic; 
for many years. Pig iron is selling at 
$17 a ton aud steel billets at $24 a ton, 
with au advancing tendency. There is 
au euormous demand for structural 
iron and electric street rails. The mill* 
are running night aud day at their ut- 
most capacity.

LATEST BATTLE IN CUBA. 

Havana Dispatches of Course Claim a Span- 
ish Victory. 

Havana, Sept. 4.— Insurgent Chief 
Rabi, with a numerous force in com- 
bination with other bauds, whose chiefs 
are unknown, made an impetuous at- 
tack on the vanguard and on both 
flanks of the columu of General Liua- 
reas at Reinanguanguas, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, with inteut to seize 
their convoy. Lieutenant Colonel Te- 
jedaof the guerillas repulsed the insur- 
gents, until he wa« reinforced by two 
companies of the battalion of Ante* 
tjuera aud one of the uuion battalion. 

Commander Linareas routed and dis- 
persed the insurgents, who made no 
further hostile demonstration*. The 
column ariivedwith theil convoy at 
Venta Casauavo and returned Monday 
to Palii Soranio. The in«urgeuts left 
seven killed wheu they retired, with a 
gi e.it number of wounded. The troops 
lost two officers and five soldiers dead 
aud 2!) wounded, accordiug to the offi- 
cial report made of the engagement. 

A detachment of volunteers under 
Major Maya met the Platedas band 
near Camujnani. aud they report that 
they killed the insurgent chief Mauuel 
Feraudex.

GmaUa. Sept. 4.— A band of 12 
masked highwaymen held up a carriage 
load of people iu Gmaha suburb eany 
yesterday morning aud secured several 
hundred doll.irs. It is an organised 
gang which has long evaded the lolice. 
There Were four persons in tht carriage 
who had been in the city enjoyiug 
themselves. 

When out a short distance from Bon- 
sou, and near a clump of trees, figures 
emerged from the shadows as If rising 
from the earth i and suriouu led the 
carnage; two meu held the frightened 
horses by their bridles and nine climbed 
in about them iu a threatemnz manner, 
while the 12th man stood outside the 
circle and gave the commands. After 
the cautionary coaimands the Inmate! 
of the carriage were told to get out and 
line up. The four men lined up, stand- 
ing ou tliea- tiptoes, with their haudl 
above their heuds. One of the robbers 
searched each man in turn, takiug 
everything of value, casting the plun- 
der upon u roU? that was thrown on the 
ground. 

When this was accomplished tha four 
moil were to'.d to throw their hats on 
the ground with their eo.it -. and, under 
cover of pistols were ordered into the 
rig aud told to drive away as fast as 
they could. When the men reached 
BenaOIl they alarmed the neighbors, 
who formed a posse ami started tor the 
mvii • nt the robberv. The hits and 
w it hei wen found lying on the robe 
where they bad been thrown. Noth- 
ing else was recovered.

Opening statement* "t the Attorneys. 

San Fh.v - risro, Sept. 4.— The trial 
of Theodore Duraut really began yes- 
terday. The courtroom was crowded 
to hear the opening statement of Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes. At the request 
of the defense all wituesses in the ca»e 
weie excluded from the room during 
the addre- s. 

Though counsel for the defense said

The court said he would permit 
reference to the discovery of the body 
of Blanche Laiuout. 

At ihe conclusion of the opening ad- 
dress the opposing couusel aud the 
court held n consultation. Then at the 
suggestion of the defeudaut's attorney, 
the court ordered that after recess, the 
jurors, the defeudaut, the judge and 
the official stenographer in charge of 
the sheriff visit the sceue of the mur- 
der. 

•Ittuinut to Hob the Bank. 

Oakland, Mo., Sept. 4.— When the 
doors of the Messalaskee National bank 
of Oakland were opeued yesterday it 
was fouud that a bold attempt had been 
made during the night to rob the bank. 
The trout door had been forced open, 
aud alter gaining an entrance the rob- 
bers had blown open the outer door of 
the vuuit. The men had been scared 
away at that point, for work ou the 
vault had Iweu stopped. It is thought 
the robbers were professional safe 
breakers.

At Some Points the Storm Reached the 
Proporlin.ii of a Hurricane— Tele*-rnph 
and Telephone Communication Was Se- 
riously Ii l"i rupted- An Accident to a 
Lake Vessel No Lives Reported Lost.

•torm of wind, ram aud lightning pre- 
vailed throughout the northern portion 
of Illinois and southern Wisconsin last 
night. Mnch mlnCf damage was done 
and telegraph and telephone communi- 
cation are seriously interrupted. Re- 
ports from inauy of the towns in Illi- 
nois north of Bloomiugton state that 
the storm was one of the most fur ious 
known iu years.

At 6ome points the storm reached the 
proportions of a hurricane. Late re- 
ports from the village of Kinderhook, 
where, it was reported, that three lives 
were lost, are to the effect that the first 
stories were t rroneous.

3Ut Off. 

The City of Louisville, one of the 
Graham liue boats, heavily loaded with 
passengers as well as freight, met with 
an accident in inidlake last night, 
which delayed her nearly two hours 
and cause a great deal of worry in this 
sity. The boat eucountered the storm 
out in the lake and while weathering 
the severest part of it suffered the 
j breaking of the piston rod on one of 
her engines, This fc.^cessitated the 
shutting down of her machinery, and 
the boat consequently drifted about at 
the mercy of the waves. 

As the boat tossed about, the passen- 
gers became almost panic-stricken, 
mauy of them expecting that with each 
succeeding careen they were going to 
the bottom of L ike Michigan. Many 
of them po-«essed themselves of life- 
preservers, and those who did not take 
this precaution to save their lives t 
case of serious consequences, stood as 
close to the lifeboats as possible, to be 
ready in case they were launched. 

The officers of the boat finally suc- 
ceeded in quieting the passengers by 
assuring them that there was no dan- 
ger, aud after the damage had been re- 
paired, she OOP tinned on her way to 
this city, arriving at her dock at a lata 
hour. Even after the landing had been 
uiude the passengers continued to show 
signs of the bad shaking up they had • 
been subjected to, aud many of them 
were sick.

Had George D. Prentice been In tnl* piaeo last
